6 last. Uponhis reappearance in 
Parliament a year ago he was 
made thé leader of his party, 
made which him the formal leader 
of “His Majesty's Oppositién.” 

A great event in the life of this 
man was his martiage to Mar- 
garet Ethel Gladstone, 
of Dr. J. H.. Gladstone, and a 
kinswoman of the famous Prime 
Minister. A cultured woman of 
the world, a student of men and 
events, she, too, wrote books 
about the labour movement, 
especially os it applied to women. 
Theirs was a love romance broken 
off ooty in L911 when she died. 
The bereaved husband wrote a 
beautiful and moving biography 
of his wife.
